Communique Indicates 
British Willingness 
to Consider Rapacki 


Plan That Had Been 
Rejected.

WASHINGTON, March 3 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
today invited British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan to 
come to Washington for a dis- 
cussion of the Berlin crisis. 

The White House said Mr. 
I -enhower a: ked Macmillan to 
come here at his ccnvenience 
and that no time and details 
have been arranged. 


MOSCOW, March 3 (UPI)— 


Premier Khrushchey and, 


Prime Minister Macmillan ad- 
mitted today they were “unable 
to agree” on Germany but said 
they would study a plan to pull 
back troops and nuclear weap- 
ons from middle Europe. They 
pledged themselves to seek a 
negotiated solution to the Ber- 
lin crisis. 

A joint communique ending 
Miecmillan's 10-day visit noted 
the two leaders exchanged 
views but did not attempt to 
negotiate. It said the exchange 
had “made a useful contribu- 
tion toward the forthcoming 
international discussions.” 

The two premiers agreed to 
continue a study of disarma- 
ment and said they would con- 
tinue the Geneva arms talks in 
hopes of ultimately prohibiting 
nuclear weapons. 

“They were unable to agree 
about the juridical and polit- 
ical aspects of the problems in- 
volved” in their talks on Ger- 
many, the communique said. 

Urgency Recognized. 

“At the same time they rec- 
ognized that it was of great im- 
portence for the maintenance 
and consolidation of peace and 
security in Europe and through- 
out the world that these prob- 
lems should be urgently settled. 

“They therefore acknowl- 
edged the need for eariy nego- 
tiations . . . to establish a basis 
for the settlement of these dif- 
ferences. They considered that 
such negotiations could lay the 
foundations for a stable system 
of European security. 

“In this connection § they 
agreed that further study could 
usefully be made of the possi- 
bility of increasing security by 


some method of limitation of | 


forces and weapons, both con- 
ventional and nuclear, in an 
agreed area of Europe, coupled 
with an appropriate system of 
inspection... .” 

“The prime ministers ex- 
pressed their confidence that 
the personal contacts which 
have been established . 
would be continued in the in- 
terest of development of 
friendship and co-operation of 
the peoples of the two coun- 
tries, as well as in the interest 
of preservation and consolida- 
tion of universal peace.”

WASHINGTON, March 3 
(UPI)—Official sources said 
employes at the United States 
embassy at La Paz, Bolivia, are 
being evacuated to two concen- 
tration points on the outskirts 
of the city because of anti- 
American demonstrations. 

They said embassy employes 
and their dependents — about 
200 in al) — are joining 700 or 
more other American citizens 
in the La Paz area who also 
have been urged to gather at 
these two points. They added 
that, so far as they knew here, 
no evacuation of the Americans 
from the country itself was yet 
contemplated. 

Mobs demonstrated around 
the embassy last night in pro- 
test atainst remarks about Bo- 
livia attributed to an embassy 
official by Time macazine. One 
of the controversial remarks 
was that Bolivia and its prob- 
lems should be divided up 
among its neighbors. 

United States Charge d’Af- 


faires Wimberly Coerr denied 
that any official had made the 
remarks quoted by Time. 

The State Department called 
in Bolivian Ambassador Man- 
uel Barrau to express “very 
grave concern over safety of 
Americans in the Bolivian cap- 
ital 

Officials said the department 
told Barrau it “fully expects 
that the government of Bolivia 
will take all possible measures 
to safeguard lives of United 
States citizens and _ protect 
United States property.”

Africans were reported shot to 
death today and 13 wounded 
when security forces fired on 
a mob at Nkata bay, on Lake 
Nyasa, in Nyasaland this after- 
noon. 

Another African was killed 
and one wounded at Fort Man- 
ning, when police were also 
forced to open fire on a mob, 
the reports said. 

Mobs of Africans at Nkata 
bay and at Mzimba, 50 miles 
southwest ef Nkata bay, tried 
to break past security forces 
to release prisoners held in 
local jails under emergency 
regulations which were declar- 
ed today. 

The crowd at Nkata bay was 
unsuccessful, but at Mzimba 
prisoners were released and 
more riots breke out in the 
trading a-ea of the town, the 
reports said. 

At Fort Manning, a crowd at- 
tending a meeting was ordered 
to disperse. Then Africans at- 
tacked police and troops. 

Disorders were reported ear- 
lier today in the Blantyre- 
Limbe area. Three Africans 
were killed and two injured, 
and an African policeman Was 
seriously wounded. 

Police at Blantyre first 
charged with clubs to try to 
disperse a crowd of demonstra- 
ters. They then turned tear 
gas on the crowd and opened 
fire. 

Two policemen were stoned 
when they went to investigate 
a gathering of about 200 Afri- 
cans near Zomba, 37 miles 
northeast of Blantyre. Eight

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CONGRESS HEADS 
ARE ROUNDED UP

BLANTYRE, Nyasaland, 
March 3—Dr. Hastings Banda 
and other leaders of the 
African National Congress in 
Nyasaland were rounded up 
and detained by British Co- 
lonial authorities and the Cen- 
tral African Federation armed 
forces today. 

Just after midnight Sir Rob- 
ers Armitage, tne governor of 
Nyasaland, declared a state of 
emergency. 

The Congress party was out- 
lawed in Nyasaland as it had 
been previously in Southern 
Rhodesia. Blantyre was sealed 
off for the operation. As army

roads were blocked and traffic 
was checked by army and 
police. Civil aviation flights 
were halted. 

Gov. Armitage said he de- 
clared the emergency “be 
cause of the action of the lead- 
ers of the Nyasaland African 
Congress.”

WASHINGTON, March 3 — 
More than 3000 building trades 
unionists swarmed over Cap- 
ito! Hill today in a massive 
buttonholing operation in be- 
half of labor-sponsored legisla- 
tion. 

The lobbying operation was 
set up yesterday at the opening 
session of the fifth national 
legislative conference  spon- 
sored by the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Department of 
the AFL-CIO. The organiza- 
tion represents 18 international 
unions with about 3,000,000 
members. 


The - conference continues 
through ‘Thursday ‘with the 
delegates, including a large 
contingent from Missouri, de- 
voting today and tomorrow to 
what they choose to call exer- 
cising their right to petition 
their Government in behalf of 
a six-point legislative program. 

Emphasis on Construction. 

While disclaiming any pure- 
ly selfish interest in the pro- 
posed enactment of their pro- 
gram, the framers of the con- 
ference’s policy have placed 
great emphasis on increased 
federal expenditures for hous- 
ing. urban renewal and air- 
ports, which will provide jobs 
for construction workers. and 
on amendments to the Taft- 
Hartley law specifically appli- 
cable to their relations with 
construction contractors. 

In their visits to Senators 
and Representatives from their 
respective states, the union 
delegates aie stressing what 
they regard as the need for 
favorable action on six specific 
points: 

The Kennedy-Ervin bill 
aimed at curbing racketeer- 
ing by union officers, singly 
or in collusion with manage- 
ment, 

Revision of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law to give unions the 
right, in effect, to serve as 
the employment agency for 
construction under union 
shop contracts. 

Broadening of the Davis- 
Bacon Act, which requires 
the payment of prevailing, or 
union, wage rates on all fed- 
eral construction. 

The Monroney bill provid- 
ing federal expenditures of 
$1,150,000,000 over the next 
four years for airport con- 
struction and modernization. 

The Murray - Metcalf bill 
which, in its first year of op- 
eration, would provide $1,- 
100,000,000 of federal aid for 
school construction and im- 
proving standards of teach- 
ers.

A Pioneer IV to Miss 


Moon by 35,000 
Miles — Scientists 
Had Hoped to Go 
Much Closer. 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
—A gold-plat. cone fired into 
space early today by the Army 
at Cape Canaveral, Fla. has 
traveled nearly half the dis- 
tance to the moon. 

Scientists said the cone 
would pass within 35,000 miles 
of the moon at 1 p.m. tomor- 
row (St. Louis time) and even- 
tually go into orbit around the 
sun. 


The probe, named Pioneer 
IV, was 107,900 miles above the 
earth at 2 p.m. (St. Louis time). 
15 hours after launching, and 
traveling at a speed of 5675 
miles an hour. Two hours 
earlier its speed had been 
9889 miles an hour and four 
hourse earlier it had been go- 
ing 6162 miles an hour. 

Followed by Final Stage. 

The cone is followed in its 
course through space by the 
final stage, a rocket about four 
feet long, 6 inches in diameter 
which weighed 59 pounds on 
launching. The rocket’s weight 
after its fuel was expended 


was only a fraction of that 
total. 


A maximum takeoff speed of 
24,890 miles an hour made it 
certain the probe would con- 
tinue into an orbit around the 
sun, the scientists said. But no 
estimates of the shape of site 
of the orbit were promised be- 
fore Thursday. 

Powered by a four-stage 
Juno II rocket, the probe was 
fired 101% minutes after mid- 
night, in a launching described 
“as near perfect as could be 
determined.” 


The predicted success of this 
attempt came after four United 
States failures to orbit or pass 
the moon. One of three Air 
Force tries sent a probe up 
71,300 miles*before it fell back 
to earth and was burned up in 
the atmosphere. The Army's 
first try ended at 63,580 miles.

Reasun for Gold Plating. 


Pioneer IV was plated with 
gold to eliminate the need for 
protruding radio antennas. 
Gold is an excellent conductor 
of radio waves. The cone is 
20 inches long and weighs 13 
pounds. It is loaded with in- 
struments to measure radio- 
activity in space and already 
has sent back much data, the 
scientists said. 

But although it was labeled 
a success, Pioneer IV missed 
advance expectations in some 
respects.

WASHINGTON, March 3 
(AP)—The space trip of Pio- 


ence must do to assure safe 
space flight for man. 

The key scientific experiment 
in Pioneer IV is one designed 
to get fuller information about 
the possibly deadly Great Ra- 
diation Belt which was discov- 
ered last year. 


And. one of the new twists 
in the current probe is one

flight. 


The launching has four other 
objectives: (1) The quest to put 
a satellite in orbit around the 
sun as the Russians claimed 
they did early in January; (2) 
to get new information about 
the moon: (3) to test a gadget 
which would play a key role in 
enabling the taking of tele- 
vision-type pictures of the 
moon in future flights; and (4) 
to test further a long-range 
communications system deemed

Object of inquiry is a belt of 
radiation—actually two belts— 
called the Van Allen belt. It is 
named for Dr. James Van Al- 
len, State University of Iowa 
physicist who headed a re- 
search team that discovered 
the belt last vear while ana- 
lyzing data from two of the 
Explorer satellites. Later in- 
formation on it was obtained 
in the partially successful 
flights of the Pioneer I and 
Pioneer III space probes 

The source of this radiation 
fs unknown: indeed, scientists 
do not yet know what kind of 
radiation it actually consists of 
But enough is known about its 
intensity to say that man could | 


not safely fly within it without | 


shielding protection.. And the 
big question is: How much 
shielding? How much would 


that shielding weigh” 

Keeping weight of materials 
down is obviously an intport- 
ant objective in space flight. 


Belts Like Doughnuts. 


Present conception of the ra- 
diation belt is that it consists 
of two belts, each shaped like 
a doughnut 

One of these belts extends 
roughly between 1400 and 3400 
miles from the earth; the other 
between 8000 and 12,000 miles. 
The peak of radiation intensity 
is estimated at 2400 miles for 
the inner belt and 10,000 miles 
for the second one. 

Estimates of the peak inten- 
sity range from 10 to 100 roent- 
gens an hour—a roentgen be- 
ing a unit of radioactivity. 

The wide range of estimates 
of peak intensity stems from 
the fact that scientists do not 
know whether the radiation 
consists of electrons or pro- 
tons.

Van Allen figures there is 
negligible radiation danger to 
man below the first belt—and 
between the first and second 
belts. Also, he figures the 
radiation tapers off to safe 
levels after reaching its sec- 
ond peak of intensity at 10,000 
miles. 

But he and most other scien- 
tists figure there would be 
danger to unprotected men 
within the known limits of the 
belts—at least for any extended 
flights within those limits, 
such as in an orbiting manned 
satellite 

Even a half-hour top-speed 
flight right througt. the bands 
might have long-range harmful 
effect, provided the radiation 
is made up of protons, some 
observers believe. 

Possible New Angle. 

If it proves necessary to 
shun these belts entirely—even 
for speedy passage through 
them—scientists still have a 
possible ace-in-the-hole. 

They believe that the radia- 
tion belts do not extend over 
the Arctic and Antarctic re- 
gions—that is, that there are 
radiation-free voids over the 
north and south magnetic 
poles. Thus there might be 
“escape hatches” through the 
radiation, provided the space- 
ships were launched from 
polar-based launching pads. 

In the tiny space vehicle 
launched today are two Geiger 
counter tubes to detect and 
measure the radiation. 

Similar tubes were carried 
in the Pioneer III flight last 
December. But this time, one 
of the tubes has been shielded 
with one-eighth-inch thick lead. 
This is designed to cut out all 
but high-energy radiation. The 
other tube, measuring low-en- 
ergy radiation, is unchanged.

wheat and corn on a 310-acre 
‘farm it owned. Williams did 
'not say where the farm was 
located. 

The Mississippi State Peni- 
tentiary, he said, received a 
similar $71,000 payment not 
to grow cotton on 1000 acres. 

The Senator made his re- 
marks in reply to a telegram 
from R. P. Parish, president of 
the Delta Council of Missis- 
sippi. 

Answer to Protest. 

Parish protested against 
some of Williams's 
last week about 
growers in the Delta area. He 
asked that his telegrem be put 
in the Congressional Record. 

Williams did this, inserting 
his own rebuttals to Parish’s 
arguments as he went along. 

Williams called it a complete 
fallacy to argue, as Parish did, 
that the Government actually

Verdict Touches Off 
Demonstrations —

SANTIAGO, Cuba, March 3 
(UPI)—A three-man revolution- 
ary tribunal ignoring prosecu- 
tion demands for the death 
penalty or stiff prison terms. 
has acquitted all of 43 airmen 
charged with “genocide” for 
bombing and strafing civilians 
in the Cuban revolution, 

The verdict set off a demon- 
stration in which hundreds of 
persons took part. 

The flyers were removed 
from Santiago to the provin- 


cial jail in Bohiato for their 
safety. 


The public has been vocifer- 
ously hostile toward the airmen 
and insistent on their punish- 
for wartime bombing 
flights against targets in Ori- 
ente province, a rebel strong- 
hold in the battle for Cuba. 


The prosecution had demand- 
ed the death penalty or stiff 
prison terms for the 43 air- 
men. 


(The Associated Press said 
Premier Fidel Castro denounced 
the tribunal’ S action as “a great 
error. It quoted a statement 
by Castro published by Revolu- 
tion, organ of the revolutionary 
government, that the prosecu- 
tion has as much right of ap- 
peal as the defense * ‘if the sen- 
tence is not just.” An appeal 
has been taken and a new trial 
by another court has been or- 
dered, the A.P. said. 


(Such a right of appeal by 
the prosecution does not exist 
in the United States.) 


Maj. Felix Lugerio Pena, a 
bearded veteran of the revolu- 
tion who served as presiding 
judge, declared that punish- 
ment of the 43 defendants 
would be inconsistent with the 
rebel army’s “principles of hu- 
manity.” 

Although Lugerio cited no 
specific reason for dismissing 
the charges against the airmen, 
it appeared that the court may 
have been swayed by the de- 
fense argument that the crime 
of “genocide” 


is not recog- 
nized by Cuban military law. 
The men. on trial included 


19 United States-trained pilots 
and 24 gunners or mechanics 
who served in ousted ex-Presi- 
dent Fulgencio Batista’s Air 
Force. . 

Thirty-five more “war crimi- 
nals’’ were executed at Palma 
Soriano, in Oriente province, 
bringing the unofficial death 
list resulting from revolytion- 
ary trials to 384.

AO OTHERS FLEE 
FIRE IN HOTEL 


Victims Are Treated 
for Smoke Inhalation 
in 3-Alarm Blaze on 
North Sarah Street, 


Three persons were treated 
for the effects of smoke in- 
halation and about 40 others 
were assisted down ladders or 
stairways early today in a fire 
at the Esquire Hotel, 447 North 


Sarah street. Three alarms 
were sounded. 
Those taken to Homer G. 


Phillips Hospital were Frank 
Breuning, 45 years old; Leo 


Miller, 34, and Mrs. Doris 
Scholler, 27. All live in the 
hotel. Breuning and Miller 


were in serious condition. Mrs. 
Scholler was treated and re- 
leased. 

The fire started in Breu- 
ning’s room on the third floor 
of the 60-room, five-story, 
brick hotel. He telephoned a 
room clerk who gave the first 
alarm at 5:32 a. m. 

When Hook & Ladder Com- 
pany No. 9 arrived, Capt. Ed- 
ward Levy said occupants of 
rooms on the third and fourth 
floors were at their open win- 
dows calling for help. Capt. 
Levy turned in the second and 
third alarms to obtain more 
ladders. Hook & Ladder Com- 
pany No. 19 responded. 

Breuning was unconscious 
when he was carried down a 
ladder. Firemen managed to 
confine the flames to his room 
and the ceiling of the hallway 
immediately outside the room. 
Damage was estimated at $550 
by Deputy Fire Chief Robert 
Olson. 

Many of the 50 hotel guests 
did not know there was a fire 
in the building until firemen 
knocked on their doors, awak- 
ening them. 

Mrs. Viola Dayton, whose 
room was across the corridor 
from Breuning’s, was awakened 
by the sirens of the fire equip- 
ment. She said she and her 
son, Billy Gene, 7, dressed 
quickly and started out the 
door, but were driven back by 
smoke. 

“I was terrified,” she told 
a reporter. “I went to the win- 
dow and was trying to kick the 
screen out when a firemen ap- 
peared on a ladder outside. He 
helped Billy down, then came 
back for me.” 

The hotel] was damaged by a 
similar fire three years ago. At

RUT, UPSETS; 9 


CHILDREN DROWN} 


TIFTON, “Ge. Mi March 3 (AP) 
—A school bus hit a rut in a 
road and overturned in a farm | 


pond today, drowning nine’ 
children. 
The bus, carrying approxi-'| 


m«tely 60 children, plunged | 
invo the pond about 8 a.m., on 
the farm of Raleigh Coarsey, 
about eight miles from Tifton | 
in south Georgia. It was half-' 
submerged. 

Two men, Carl Lowry and 
Charles Ahrens, helped pull 
several of the children from 
the bus after breaking win- 
downs on the side remaining 
above water. Those who were 
unconscious were laid on the 
side of the bus. When other 
help arrived, artificial respira- 
tion saved 10 or 12 of these. 

All of the bus windows were 
closed. As soon as the men 
broke the windows, the chil- 
dren fought for positions. Wit- 
nesses said more of the chil- 
dren probably could have been 
brought out alive if they had 
not struggled to get out. Most 
of the dead were the. smaller 
children. 

The bus was carrying pupils 
to Wilson high school and to 
the Negro industrial elemen- 
tarv school in Tifton. 

Witnesses said the bus was 
traveling about 30 miles an 
hour when it careened into the 
pond. 


CREVE COEUR WILL DROP 
SPECIAL BUILDING PERMITS 


Provisions of the zoning ordi- 
nances of Creve Coeur that re- 
quire churches and schools to 
obtain special permits from the 
city’s building commissioner 
will be eliminated as a result of 
a Missouri Supreme Court de- 
cision, Alderman Francis A. 
Casserly said last night. 

Casserly spoke at a public 
hearing on the proposed zoning 
ordinances at the American Le- 
gion Hall in Creve Coeur. The 
Supreme Court has ruled that 
cities of the fourth class could 
not impose zoning restrictions 
on the location of churches and 
schools.

Food Additives to Take Effect 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The 1958 food additives 
law, requiring advance proof 
of the safety of new chemicals 


or other materials used in pro- | 


cessing food, becomes fully ef- 
fective on Thursday. 


The law, described by its 


_ backers as the only one of its 


scope in the world to protect 
the public from possibly dan- 
gerous food additives, was 
passed by Congress last year. 


Portions became effective on 
Sept. 6 but a grace period of 
180 days was provided before 
enforcement of the pre-testing 
provision became fully effec- 
tive. 

Even after March 5, manu- 
facturers of additives which 
were already in use by Jan. l, 
1958 will have up to two more 
years if needed to prove the 
safety of their product. 

Under the law, the promoter

The new law calls for en- 
forcement inspection which 
will include both quality and 
quantitative analysis, For the 
first time, FDA will have the 
responsibility of checking to 
see that additives which are 
permissible in limited quanti- 
ties are not present in exces- 
sive amounts.

Press Missing Boat on Revolt

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 3. 


HE PRESS CONGRESS OF THE WORLD heard charges 
here yesterday that United States newspapers not only had gi 
failed to inform their readers about events leading to the | 


overthrow of the Batista regime in Cuba, but were currently 
missing the boat on another revolt, this one in Paraguay. 


Adequacy of news about Cuba 
and Latin America generally 
got frequent mention, and was 
warmly debated, as approxi- 
mately 100 leading newspaper, 


radio and television executives | 
from 30 nations opened a three- 


day meeting under auspices of 
the University of Missouri 
School of Journalism. 

Another controversial topic 
in discussion of press respon- 
sibilities was the question of 
whether the rise of so-called 
“interpretive” reporting — as 
opposed to a dispassionate re- 
cital of facts—was good or 
bad. 

Job Could Have Been Done. 

Through an interpreter, Raul 
Fontaina of Montevideo, Uru- 
guay. said that what happened 
in Cuba should have been 
clearly evident before Fidel 
Castro came to power if there 
had been a thorough investiga- 
tion by competent reporters. 


The job could have been done, | 


he said, despite censorship dif- 
ficulties. 

“What was lacking was a 
deep, penetrating § investiga- 
tion,” he said. “One could not 
rely on information from Ba- 
tista. . .. The same thing is 
occurring now 
Nevertheless, neither you nor 
we have much news.” 

Fontaina, president of the 
Inter-American Association of 
Radio Broadcasting, said re- 
bellion broke out in Paraguay, 
which adjoins Uruguay, a week 
ago. but there had been a black- 
out of information about it. 


Nixon Demonstration. 


“Where people are oppressed 
and dominated by detestable 
dictators, we must not go to 
the official sources only,” he 
said. Referring to the demon- 
stration against Vice President 
Nixon in Caracas, Venezuela, 
he said the feeling among the 
people there was well known 
in Latin America but not, ob- 


viously, in the United States. 
An unscheduled speaker 
from south of the border, 


Ramon Blanco of Guatemala, 
commented that very few 
North American papers both- 
ered to carry much in the way 
of Latin American news. He 
said a great deal happens down 
there besides revolutions. 

Blanco, manager of Impar- 
cial, a newspaper in Guatemala 
City, also suggested caustically 
that the independent editor in 
Latin America has problems 
that those in the United States, 
with a strong tradition of press 
freedom, do not have. 

Latin American editors op- 
erating under dictatorships, he 
said, are not infrequently shot, 
exiled or put in jail as a re- 
prisal for their diligence 
printing the facts. 

“Dictators,” he said, “do not 
play marbles.” 

Defends Cuban Coverage. 

Frank J. Starzel, general 
manager of the Associated 
Press in New York, defended 


his agency's Cuban coverage 
prior to the revolution. He 


said it was ridiculous to assert , 


that the North American press 
tried to cover up Batista’s 
atrocities. 

The A-P. carried some 800 
stories about Cuba in the pe- 
riod before Castro came to 
power, Starzel said, and many 
were published. He offered the 
view, however, that one trouble 
had been the lack of interest 
in Latin American news among 
readers in the United States, 
and the corresponding ten- 
dency of editors to play down 
or omit such neys. 

In comment on Starzel’s de- 
fense. John T. O’Rourke, editor 
of the Washington (D.C.) Daily 
News, said he thought the na- 
tion's press had_ definitely 
failed in Cuba. He blamed cyn- 
ical reporting, failure to see 
true social change, and indif- 
ferent editing—indifferent be- 
cause the public did not seem 
interested in Cuban news. 

“The readers stay uninter- 
ested because they never see 
{he news.” said O'Rourke. He

Cuban Editor Speaks. 

Jose M. Capo, international 
editor of Diario de la Marina 
at Havana, told delegates and 
the audience of several hun- 
dred persons in Rothwell Gym- 
nasium that the background of 
the Cuban revolution had not 
been well explained or under- 
stood by the press. He said 
“personal contact” could have 
evaded censorship to some ex- 
tent. 

British newspapers also fell 
down in anticipating the Cuban 
story, William Connor of the 
London Daily Mirror said at 
an afternoon panel on néws in- 
terpretation. He recalled there 
had been a similar, and much 
worse, failure in foreseeing the 
rise of Hitler in Germany. 

“One of the most horrifying 
news stories fell upon us,” 
said of Nazi Germany, “and 
we hardly saw it coming, and

GENEVA, March 3 
HE Unite. States and Brit- 
ain sought yesterday to dis- 
pel Soviet fears of being 
outvoted in a 
Proposed organization for con- 
trolling a bar on nuclear 
weapon tests. 

The Western nations assured 
the Russians at the three-power 
conference here that they did 
not want to pack the planned 
seven-nation control commis- 
sion. The assurance was given 
in an attempt to get the Soviet 
Union to retract its demand for 
a paralyzing right of veto, the 
crux of the conference. 

Negotiations on a formula 


| for composition of the commis- 


sion were possible, the West- 
ern powers said, but they added 
that no agreement would be 
acceptable if the Soviet Union 
insisted on the veto 

James J. Wadsworth, United 
States delegate, suggested that 
two of the four rotating seats 
on the control commission 
might be given to neutral na- 


tions to avoid any automatic 
majority. The three nuclear 
powers already have agreed 


that each of them should have 
a permanent seat. 
Opposes Soviet Bid. 

Under the United States sug- 
gestion, one nation allied with 
the Western powers and one 
Soviet bloc country would be 
assigned the remaining two ro- 


tating memberships. This 3-2-2 - 


formula would place the bal- 
ance in the hands of the neu- 
trals, Wadsworth said. 

He objected to a Soviet pro- 
posal for achieving East-West 
parity on the commission by a 
3-3-1 formula. Such an ar- 
rangement, he _ said, would 
place a single neutral in the 
difficult situation of carrying 
the entire responsibility for de- 
cisions whenever there was no 
East-West agreement. It was 
doubtful that any neutral 
would accept such a position, 
Wadsworth added. 

Sir Michael Wright, British 
delegate, emphasized that the 
Western powers agreed with 
the Soviet Union on the ne- 
cessity for certain major de- 
cisions to be made only with 
the concurring votes of the Big 
Three.

As to School Financing 


I am disturbed by the two edi- 
‘ttorials in adjacent columns of 
your Feb. 21 editorial page, one 
opposing a suggestion for a local 
St. Louis county school tax equal- 
ization program as too small, the 
other opposing an increase in the 
state foundation program to aid 
‘schools as too large. 

What was the goal, at the local 
level, as the legislative committee 
of the County Conference of Co- 
Operating Superintendents and 
Board members attacked the prob- 
lem of equalization? We wanted 
to help the less fortunate districts 
achieve a secondary floor above 
the state foundation program. 

’ Costs in St. Louis county are 
generally higher than statewide. 
The goal was not to strike an av- 
erage, and assure each district of 
that sum. Tax bases and enroll- 
ments change constantly in most 
districts. We felt the average at 
any given moment was not a real- 
istic figure. We chose, instead, a 
reasonable figure near the aver- 
age—$350 per year per child in 
average daily attendance instead 
of the $383 average. 

+ - . 


Because property already bears 
too great a burden of school costs, 
members of all 29 county school 
districts, meeting together, voted 
three to one to raise equalization 
funds from another source—a cig- 
arette tax. While a reasonable 
cigarette tax would go only 18 
per cent of the way toward the 
equalization goal, we felt that 
every trip must start with one 
Step. If the people of the county 
accept the principle of equaliza- 
tion, as we outlined it, we believe 
100 per cent of the goal can be 
attained in the future with other 
non-property taxes. 

Why are school board members 
from all over the state in favor 
of the increased state aid pro- 
gram? School board. members 
know that the continuing rise in 
school property taxes can be 
stopped only by significant in- 
creases in state aid. The state 
can tax all sources of revenues. 

The state, much better than the 
property owner, can afford the 
salary increases long overdue 
most teachers in Missouri. The 
state, much better than the prop- 
erty owner, can afford salaries 
for the new teachers needed. 

Excluding new building costs, 
the increased costs of education 
locally, throughout Missouri, and 
across the country, represent in- 
creases in teachers’ pay. To the 
degree that underpaid teachers 
have been subsidizing our chil- 
dren, the increase is due. Only 
when teachers’ salary schedules 
reach levels comparable to a few 
schedules existing in St. Louis 
county will the cost of education 
per child begin to level off. This 
statement ignores now the prob- 
lem of future inflation.

To operate the University City 
school system of about 8600 stu- 
dents, we of the school board are 
proposing to collect revenue ap- 
proximating $4,100,000 for the 
1959-60 school year. Local taxes 
on property at the proposed op- 
erating rate of $3 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation will provide 77 
per cent of the money. State aid 
will provide about 18 per cent. 
The balance of 5 per cent comes 
from utilities, the intangible tax 
and other sources. 

Our preliminary budget shows 
that teachers, principals and other 
administrators qualified as teach- 
ers will receive 7242 per cent of 
the money in pay and direct 
fringe benefits. Salaries of non- 
teaching employes — secretaries, 
clerks, maintenance workers and 
others—will take 12% per cent of 
the revenue. There is 15 per cent 
left for supplies and services. 

The 57,000 people of University 
City can be proud of their local 
contribution to the education of 
their children. Can this heavily- 
taxed community be criticized for 
asking a greater contribution from 
the state to aid education? Can 
the heavily burdened University 
City property owner be asked to 
assume an additional burden for 
equalization? Or would you ask 
him to continue to bear the bur- 
den while cutting back opportuni- 
ties of his own children? 

The opinions I have expressed 
here are my own. I am not speak- 
ing for the University City Board 
of Education, of which I am pres- 
ident, or the legislative commit- 
tee of the co-operating superin- 
tendents and school board mem- 
bers, of which I am a member.

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And Then the Summit? 


Now that the Soviet Union has officially 
agreed to attend a foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence on Germany next month, less than a 
week after Premier Khrushchev seemed to re- 
ject any such conference, President Eisen- 
hower might usefully reflect on the values of 
a deliberate and well considered approach to 
relations with the Russians. 

Last week Mr. Eisenhower rushed into 
print with hasty comment on a political 
speech by Khrushchev which had been inter- 
preted as closing the door on a foreign min- 
isters’ conference. Whether the speech actu- 
ally did close the door is unknown, but that 
was the interpretation. The President snapped 
back that there was little use in holding a con- 
ference so long as Khrushchev remained so 
intransigent. Now Khrushchev is reported to 
have been amazed at the world reaction to 
what he describes as just “an electioneering 
speech.” In other words, in Russia as in the 
democracies, campaign oratory is not to be 
confused with official diplomatic expressions. 

But though the Russians reluctantly con- 
sent to attend the kind of foreign ministers’ 
conference Secretary Dulles has always in- 
sisted on, they leave no doubt that they want 
a summit meeting in the end, and believe 
that only a summit meeting can reach final 
decisions. Prime Minister Macmillan appears 
to have been increasingly driven toward the 
same conclusion. His visit to Moscow evident- 
ly impressed upon him how little weight For- 
eign Minister Gromyko carries, and how com- 
pletely Khrushchev dominates Soviet policy. 
If basic questions are to be settled, only 
Khrushchev can settle them for the Soviets. 

. * . 

In large part Secretary Dulles’s tireless op- 
position to a summit conference probably 
stems from his feeling that basic decisions 
until now have been either undesirable or 
impossible. He has felt that the West need 
only “stand firm” on the status quo, and in 
time the Russians would collapse. But as this 
assumption grows steadily less tenable, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower faces the necessity of making 
a radical revision in the Dulles strategy. 

Instead of planning a foreign ministers’ 
conference as a substitute for truly definitive 
negotiation at the summit, he must begin 
thinking of the lower-level talks as prepara- 
tion for a possible German settlement to be 
negotiated by chiefs of state. This surely is 
the meaning of the Macmillan-Khrushchev 
statement which emphasizes the need to set- 
tle the German question by negotiation. 

There is a complication. If Khrushchev’s is 
the authoritative voice in Moscow and Mac- 
millan’s in London, in Washington it has al- 
ways been Mr. Dulles rather than Mr. Eisen- 
hower who spoke with real authority on for- 
eign affairs. Mr. Dulles had authority, of 
course, only insofar as the President let him 
exercise it, but the President has repeatedly 
indicated that the check was virtually a blank 
one.

Now Mr. Dulles is ill and the President 
shows little disposition or talent for taking 
over the conduct of foreign policy himself. If 
there were a summit conference, who would 
do the hard work and the basic thinking es- 
sential to its success? 

The answer to that question is not clear, 
but time will not wait forever. Already three 
months of Khrushchev’s six-month notice on 
Berlin have been expended, just in agreeing 
to hold a foreign ministers’ conference. Yet 
all agree that such a conference can be only 
a way station to something else—either to 
summit negotiation, or to a new and more 
dangerous crisis. 

Why should not the United States make it 
clear that we want the end to be basic nego- 
tiation? Why not say, unmistakably, that we 
now are ready for a definitive effort to reach 
a definitive solution on Germany and ‘Euro- 
pean security? 


Albie Booth Wasn't Real 


Albie Booth wasn’t real. He wasn’t made 
out of genuine flesh and bone. He was a 
wraith who slipped out of the pages of Ralph 
Henry Barbour into a Yale-blue jersey on 
fine autumnal afternoons. He drifted and 
danced down a football field like a leaf on a 
capricious breeze. 

Any Harvard tackler of 30 years ago—and 
there were some good ones—will testify to 
this. And so will that mighty son of Mars 
and thunder, Chris Cagle, the Tamerlane 
from the Point. Albie spotted Cagle and the 
Cadets a pair of touchdowns and then beat 
them 21 to 13, prancing down the field for 
80 yards to score the winning touchdown. 
Then he added a drop-kick just like the one 
that beat Harvard. 

Albie Booth was the triumph of spirit over 
flesh. He wasn’t much bigger than a fair- 
sized midget. He couldn’t be. If he had 
been built to do what he did, where would 
have been the magic? Anyway, he didn’t 
have to be. He wasn’t real. He came straight 
out of a boy's book, and he did only what 
happens in a boy’s book—the thrillingly 
impossible. 


New Row Over Missiles 


It seems that the missiles pot can always 
be counted upon to boil over at intervals. In 
addition to the Thor-Jupiter row, the Nike 
Hercules and the Bomarc dispute and the 
differences in opinion about the solid and the 
liquid-propelled missiles, there is now an- 
other flare-up in the old controversy over 
anti-missile missiles. 

The House Space Committee, after being 
told by Army research chiefs thzt they had 
been rebuffed by the Administration in pleas 
for funds to begin production of the Nike 
Zeus, asked for Secretary of Defense McEl- 
roy’s explanation. He contradicted the Army 
research chiefs by testifying that their anti- 
missile missile was not sufficiently advanced 
for production. He also made the strong 
point that it is far better to depend upon 
a strike-back capacity so powerful that Soviet 
Russia would not dare to attempt aggression 
against the United States. 

Swift and sure retaliation would seem to 
be a stronger deterrent than the setting up 
of anti-missile bases. But if Mr. McElroy 
thinks that way, why has he been content to 
go along with present budget plans that tol- 
erate a missile gap period of the early 1960s 
when Russia will have a dangerous lead over 
us in ballistic missiles? 

It may be that Mr. McElroy and his advisers 
have also erred on the Nike Zeus matter, for 
Répresentative Overton Brooks, chairman of 
the House Space Committee, says the Penta- 
gon has agreed to reconsider the question of 
this anti-missile system. The Pentagon does 
claim that it is working on a much better 


anti-missile system for use in the 4970s. That 


is a long way off and somehow the claim does 
not jibe with the excuses that were made 
fairly recently for not having pushed the 
Minuteman solid-fuel missile. 


East St. Louis Out of Line 


Something must be very wrong with East 
St. Louis construction costs for public hous- 
ing. That is the conclusion suggested by the 
dispute over the 600-unit project in the Broad- 
way-Missouri avenue area. Public Housing 
Administration officials have rejected the 
plays as being too costly, and a comparison 
of costs in other cities bears them dut. 

Total development costs proposed by 
the East St. Louis Housing Ruthority would 
run to $21,033 per unit. This is 30 per cent 
more than the $16,802 figure on a recent 
project in Chicago. It also is about 30 per 
cent higher than the $16,343 figure for per 
unit development costs on the addition to the 
Darst project now building in St. Louis. 

Similar comparisons can be made with re- 
cent projects in Cincinnati, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Herrin, Ill., and St. Paul, Minn. In every 
case East St. Louis is so far out of line as to 
raise two questions for that area: Is labor sin- 
cere about the labor-management code of anti- 
featherbedding and other practices worked 
out on the East Side last summer? Are con- 
tractors bidding in real competition with one 
another? 

Persons close to the East Side labor situa- 
tion insist that labor is sincere about the 
labor-management code, but they concede 
that it may take a while before outside con- 
tractors — St. Louisans, for example — are 
willing to accept the code as having real mean- 
ing and actively compete for the work. Asa 
preliminary to seeking wider bidding, PHA 
officials have made suggestions for adjust- 
ments in plans of the project in order to 
bring costs close to or within the $17,000 
ceiling that the Government has established. 

The housing project is a vital element in 
expressing the new spirit of municipal prog- 
ress in East St. Louis. It would be a shame to 
or 4 it because construction costs were out 
of line. 


End of a Chapter 


President Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic will pay the British 
$77,000,000 for property seized after the Suez 
invasion of 1956. He also will release prop- 
erty said to be worth twice as much to its 
British owners. Meanwhile Britain will hold 
collateral worth $70,000,000. 

The way now is clear for a resumption of 
diplomatic relations between London and 
Cairo. Somebody may even raise a glass in 
toast to “the old partnership.” A partnership 
there may be again, but it will not be like 
the one under which the Khedive was a Brit- 
ish puppet. 

The last glimmer of that old spirit died 
three years ago when the invading British, 
French and Israeli forces obeyed the “Halt!” 
of the United Nations. In that hour British 
influence in the Middle East was at its lowest. 
The agreement with Nasser proves that Lon- 
don has greatly improved its position in the 
interval. It suggests that the Middle East is 
far from lost to the West. An old chapter 
has been closed, and a new one opened— 
under new rules. 


Who Will Control Radiation?— 


There can hardly be any doubt that sane 
limits on radioactive contamination need ‘to 
be established and enforced by the Federal 
Government, as the National Advisory Com- 
mittee on Radiation suggests. The question is 
whether it requires, as the committee further 
proposes, a separate new agency in the Pub- 
lic Health Service supported by a budget of 
$44,000,000 a year. 

The nut of the prevailing trouble, it seems 
to us, is the failure of the Atomic Energy 
Commission to measure up to its full respon- 
sibilities. The commission has shown little 
sense of its obligation to deal fully and frank- 
ly with the public whose business it conducts. 
It has shown entirely too much disposition to 
play politics, to be secretive, and to color to 
its Own point of view such information as it 
does give out. 

Since AEC is both judge’and defendant of 
how its conduct affects radioactive fallout, 
the National Advisory Committee on Radia- 
tion questions whether it can effectively exer- 
cise control. A second question that should 
be asked is whether, for those same reasons, 
effective control could be exercised any: 
where else. A new agency such as is pro- 
posed might, if purely advisory in nature, set 
the safest kind of standards and work for 
them with all its might without ever getting 
anywhere. 

The AEC, on the other hand, if it can be 
brought to a full sense of its grave responsi- 
bilities to ‘the American people and to the 
world, could act with considerable authority 
and finality. The AEC’s job is not finished 
when it supplies the nation with weapons of 
self-protection. There is also the fundamental 
duty of protecting the human race from 
atomic fallout. 


The Curtis Amendment 


Representative Curtis of Webster Groves 
has proposed an amendment to the United 
States Constitution which is intended, so he 
says, to “temper the seniority rule consider- 
ably ” 


‘What Missouri’s lone Republican in Con- 
gress proposes is that both Senators and 
House members be limited to 12 consecutive 
years of service. He would do this by requir- 
ing an interval of at least two years after a 
Senator serves two six-year terms and a Rep- 
resentative six two-year terms. 

It will be interesting to see what his col- 
leagues think of Mr. Curtis’s proposal. Our 
feelings about seniority have been stated 
often. Opposed as we are to rule by long sur- 
vival, we cannot agree that the solution is to 
be found in a summary interruption of con- 
gressional service. If the voters of Nebraska 
want to keep a Norris in the Senate for four 
terms they should not be denied that con- 
tribution to good government just because a 
Bilbo is returned election after election from 
Mississippi. 

Congress can modify the seniority system 
on its own motion and it has already taken 
some constructive steps in that direction. 
Committee assignments in the Senate no 
longer are on the basis of seniority alone. 
Freshman Senators are getting seats on im- 
portant committees. Senator Green recently 
stepped down from the chairma: of the

Disarmament: Has Washington Really Tried? 


Haunting Question Arises After Review of East-West Stalemate

In these latter days of the Eisen- 
hower Administration a sort of aim- 
less drift seems to characterize 
American efforts on the urgent ques- 
tion of arms control. 

There are many groups with either 
an honest suspicion of negotiation 
with the Russians or a vested inter- 
est in avoiding any sort of arms con- 
trol agreement—the Pentagon and 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
among them. Nothing like the same 
amount of _ top- 
level attention 
and vigor is found 
on the other side 
f of the issue.

the hospital, there is almost no one 
in high responsibility other than the 
President himself who earnestly 
seeks agreement. 

Indeed, the scientists and other ex- 
perts who argue for American ini- 
tiative have their motives questioned 
and are subjected to a continuing 
vendetta. Powerful, almost over- 
whelming pressures are exerted to 
prevent such initiative and even to 
undercut proposals already made. 

Arms control and adequate defense 
are two parts of the same problem. 
This newspaper believes strongly 
that the United States ought to be 
spending more money on defense in 
order to maintain parity with the 
Soviet Union, not only to deter at- 
tack but also to preserve an equal 
basis for negotiation. 


But it is not paradoxical to con- 
tend that the country ought to be 
devoting some significant fraction 
of the energy it expends on arma- 
ment to the negotiations at Geneva 
on ending of nuclear weapon tests 
and the suspended parallel talks on 
means of preventing surprise attack. 

Of course there is no assurance 
that even the most intensive Amer- 
ican effort would produce a satis- 
factory agreement. The swaggering 
of Mr. Khrushchev and the Soviet 
recalcitrance on inspection indicate 
that any real meeting of minds will 
be incredibly difficult to attain. 


As the Clock Ticks On 


Nevertheless, this country has con- 
tributed to Soviet misunderstanding 
with the report casting doubt upon 
the detection system for under- 
ground tests which had already been 
accepted in principle. There has 
been no effort to make an inventory 
of points that might be prudently 
bargainable for a workable warning 
system against surprise attack. 


Meanwhile, however, the clock 
ticks inexorably on. What might 
have been possible in effective arms 
control 10 years ago is no longer 
possible today because of the pro- 
liferation of nuclear weapons and 
the advent of intercontinental mis- 
siles. What is possible today prob- 
ably will not be possible even two 
or three years hence. 

For example, a defense system 
built upon manned bombers and 
cumbersome liquid-fuel missiles is 
subject to some degree of check with 
adequate inspection. But solid-fuel 
missiles will be readily storable un- 
derground, and they wilf be almost 
impossible to detect. It will be pos- 
sible to launch them almost instan- 
taneously without the long prepara- 
tion necessary with “first generation” 
missiles. 

Manned bombers. which travel 
three times as fast as present air- 
craft will vastly compress the time 
et which missions can be called

tionately—and a single misjudgment 
could set off a nuclear holocaust. 
In practical terms the nuclear test 
discussions at Geneva are consider- 
ably less important than more sub- 
stantive efforts to control missiles 
and prevent surprise attack. But 


the talks on a nuclear test ban are 
the only current negotiations, and 
the reports that a breakdown is im- 
minent are discouraging indeed. 
The argument for a nuclear test 
ban is based upon three principal

from radioactivity in the atmosphere, 
to provide a check upon the produc- 
tion of nuclear weapons by addition- 
al nations and possibly to build more 
confidence for real disarmament. 
The fears of radioactive contam- 


ination are substantial enough (and 
not all the effects of past tests will 
be known for some years), but the 
second objective is of fundamental 
importance, The thought that the 
unrestrained rulers of Communist 
China may soon have nuclear weap- 
ons at their command is enough to 
fill even the men in the Kremlin 
with horror. 

Assuredly the Soviet Union has 
been very sticky over such issues as 
the veto and whether inspectors will 
have freed6ém.of movement. But 
there have been enough quirks in the 
American position to cast doubt on 
whether this country has done all it 
could to promote agreement. 

For example, there is good reason 
to believe that the interpretation 
placed upon the findings of the panel 
of seismologists about the difficulty 
of detecting underground tests was 
exaggerated. Instead of a basic 
change in the system, all that is re- 
quired may be to increase the num- 
ber of inspection stations by perhaps 
one third to one half. 

The impression remains that the 
American course in the negotiations 
has fallen by default under the in- 
fluence of groups which want to see 
a continuation of nuclear tests at any 
cost—and that, apart from the con- 
structive interest shown by the Sen- 
ate Disarmament Subcommittee, the 
whole attempt at arms control is es- 
sentially piddling. 

Perhaps it will yet be necessary to 
learn to live with terror on a perma- 
nent basis, but the prospect certain- 
ly is not one to be taken lightly. 
Agreement with the Russians may 
not be possible even with the most 
serious effort, but the haunting ques- 
tion remains whether the Adminis- 
tration has really tried. 


Between Book Ends 


THE LADY IS WAITING, by James 
Mitchell. (Morrow, 288 pgs., $3.75.) 


Mr. Mitchell's first novel promises 
well for the future. His hero is 
Allan Gregg, a schoolmaster, whose 
unpredictable temperament leads 
him into a succession of amusing 
and involved situations. 


He is too much a man of principle 
to live on the wealth of his wife and 
mother-in-law, and his instinctive 
dislike of the luxurious world turns 
him towards an academic life. Yet 
the routine leaves him unsatisfied. 


Gregg’s wife, Pamela, leaves him, 
as her luxurious childhood has made 
her incapable of living happily in 
the “‘small flatlet with sink unit, h & 
c, and all mod. con.,” which is the 
best Gregg can provide out of his 
modest salary. Pamela leaves no 
address, and her husband's efforts 
to contact her through his mother- 
in-law meet with insulting rebuffs. 


The author's portrayal of the 
schoolmaster’s quixotic nature is 
witty and realistic, Left alone Gregg 
gives full reign to his inherent irre- 
sponsibility. He has an affair with 
Louise, the attractive school secre- 
tary, and nearly incriminates him- 
self with his neighboring flat-dweller, 
a frustrated journalist. 


The introduction of pathos into a 
humorous novel is a questionable 
approach and it requires a highly 
skilled writer to achieve it success- 
fully. Mr. Mitchell tries and fails. 
Gregg returns to the small Welsh 
village where he was born to see 
his dying mother. At home he re- 
flects that he does not really belong 
to his wife’s world of wealth and 
sophistication—a world which he has 
entered because of his parents’ de- 
termination that he and his brother 
“were to be educated, so that they 
could march up the massed ranks 
of the bourgeoisie, and pull a couple 
of them out of their places.” These 
chapters concerning Gregg’s early 
environment and his mother’s fu- 
neral seem inappropriate and pointy 


,

less, for he returns to continue his 
affair with Louise until events turn 
in his favour. 

The novel’s conclusjon is too glib 
to give satisfaction. A convenient 
car-crash in which Bourke, a wealthy 
scientist, is killed, leaving Gregg, his 
best friend, as his beneficiary, solves 
our hero's problems with improbable 
ease. We leave him on the thresh- 
old of his entry to the business world 
which he once despised. For the 
sake of the wife who deserted him, 
he now feels qualified to join it “and 
moan about income taxes and the 
laziness of the working class.” 

Although the latter half of the 
narrative lacks the lively stimula- 
tion of the opening chapters, this is 
a novel to be recommended for the 
writer’s undoubted sense of humour 
and talent for high-lighting the best 
and worst aspects of human nature.

The Babe's Missus 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fila., 
March 3—Down here where 
Babe Ruth crashed king- 
sized homers and cut giant 
Capers, it «

We're sorry to report that 
we felt let down after the 
build-up given “The Babe 
and I,” written by the great 
home-run  hitter’s widow, 
Claire Ruth, and collaborator 
Bill Slocum, son of a former 
New York sports writer who 
was a close friend of base- 
ball’s most colorful player. 


Some day, someone will do 
the Babe realistically. Not 
unkindly or vulgarly, but 
with maturity, separating 
fact from fiction, yet not 
watering down the magnetic 
man who never downed 
water himself when some- 
thing stronger was available. 

Mrs. Ruth, after all, hard- 
ly could be expected to be 
either unprejudiced or un- 
kind to the rich memory of 
the lusty creature to whom 
she was married the last 19 
of his action-crammed 53 
years. The Babe died of 
throat cancer in August 1948, 
his once-booming bass a 
hoarse whisper and his tre- 
mendous frame wasted. 

Although the book is—for | 
want of a better adjective— 
disappointing, at least to one 
who had hoped for so much, 
the second Mrs. Ruth happily 
doesn't attempt to take too 
much of the Peck’s Bad Boy 
out of the unforgettable fig- 
ure who fortunately liked 
kids even more than wine, 
women and song. 


The Gehrig Feud 


The former Claire Mer- 
ritt, a child bride in Georgia, 
was a mother and a show-girl 
when she married Ruth just 
after his first wife died in 
1929. The lefthanded-hitting 
Bambino celebrated by hit- 
ting a home run to, of all 
places, left field. 

Claire's daughter and 
Rabe’s other adopted child 
figure in some of the book's 
brighter episodes, notably in 
Ruth's capacity as a father 
and in his feud with the man 
“who drove in the runs the 
Babe didn't—Lou Gehrig. 

Ruth's notorious reputation 
for names—he called even 
teammates “keed’’—was ex- 
pressed best by a former sui- 
tor of Claire’s daughter, Ju- 
lia. Now a baldish, middle- 
aged man, he recently met 
Mrs. Ruth and reminisced 
about the great ball player. 

“He was so awful nice, tell- 
ing me how much he enjoyed 
having me over and almost 
begging me to come back,” 
the man said. “Then he'd 
say, ‘Good night, Pete.’ Or 
Eddie or Joe or Bill or Mike. 
He never once called me by 
my right name—Jack.” 

In explaining how Ruth 
stopped talking to Gehrig, 
then emotionally made up 
when Lou was fatally strick- 
en a few years after Babe 
left the Yankees, Mrs. Ruth 
placed the blame on herself 
and Gehrig's mother. 

Apparently unaware that 
Babe's adopted daughter, 
Dorothy, chose to wear the 
same clothes whenever she 
visited Mom Gehrig in sub- 
urban New Rochelle, the 
first baseman’s mother said 
something to a ball player's 
wife about “poor, little un- 
der-fed, badly-dressed Dor- 
othy.” One gossip led to an- 
other. Mrs. Ruth heard and 
exploded to the Babe 

It was 1933, near the end™ 
for the 38-year-old slugger. 
Already troubled by his legs, 
the Babe bluntly told his 
powerful younger teammate 
the next day, “Never speak to 
me again off the ball field.” 

Although Mrs. Ruth pro- 
fesses it to be “‘a shame that 
all their womenfolk weren't 
just a little bigger,” she can't 
resist a below-the-belt dig

Every once in a while some- 
one in the stands pointed to- 
ward the other end of the 
Armory and exclaimed, “Ha! 
Look at those Volkswagens go!” 


Volkswagens? The people had 
come to see Budweisers, not 
Volkswagens, but sure enough 
—a Rockford (‘Ill.) team bear- 
ing the name of the little for- 
eign automobile was outscoring 
the Buds in the American 
Bowling Congress tournament.

The congressman said the 
subcommittee has yet to get a 
reply to an Oct. 6, 1958, letter 
asking James V. Bennett, direc- 
tor of the Federa: Buréead of 
Prisons, on what authority the 
bureau's reports on local jails 
were being kept secret. 

Moss said the Justice Depart- 
ment had been the only one of 
10 federal agencies not reply- 
ing to a Dec. 15, 1958, subcom- 
mittee inquiry on what action 
has been taken as a result of 
tie Moss anti-secrecy law 
passed last year. 

Asking Rogers what his pol- 
icy is on congressional -in- 
quiries, Moss cited a Justice 
Department argument hefore 
the Supreme Court that recent 
legislative history shows. “a 
positive affirmation of Con- 
gress's intent that the people 
be enabled to know what is 
going on in their government.” 

“On one hand, the Depart- 
ment of Justice apparently rec- 
ognizes the congressional need 
for information when it suits 
the department's purpose,” 
Moss said. 

“On the other hand, the de- 
partment seems to be practic- 
ing secrecy through silence by 
to answer legitimate 
congressional inquiries for in- 
formation.”

Peek at Witte Hardware Records Gives Details of Trade 100 Years

A MAN LOOKING for extra 
vault space at Witte Hardware 
Corp. here found some of the 
firm’s old business papers re- 
cently. The historical value of 
th. papers probably isn’t much. 
But as a means of killing com- 
pany time with company busi- 
ness the papers are invaluable. 
Every company should have 


some. 

Morale at Witte’s was a little 
shaken at first because the un- 
known employe who stuffed 
away the papers so long ago 
casually tossed in some dyna- 
mite caps, presumably as paper 
weights. Witte used to outfit 
pioneers headed West and the 
old bills indicate that the pio- 
neers first blew up the country 
and then nailed the pieces 
back together the way they 
wanted them. Kegs of Witte 
dynamite and kegs of Witte 
nails were big sellers. 

The current company em- 
ployes called the police depart- 
ment and asked them te look 
at the dynamite caps. Real 
lively caps, the police said, tak- 
ing them away. The current 
Witte men shook their heads 
at their ghostly, dynamite-cas- 
ual predecessors and got on 
with the research. 


A yellowing placard made it 
plain what was expected of a 
Witte man 100 years ago. A 
Witte man had 21 rules to read. 
Rule 8 — “All employes are 
expected to stay on their re- 
spective floors except when 
their DUTIES call them to 
other parts of the building.” 
Rule 16 — “Our employes will 
leave work to wash up at 5:00 
p.m. and not before.” 

Those rules were read to 
Sidney Cohen, president of the 
present Witte firm. 

“Hah!” said Mr. Cohen. Com- 
pany presidents who have got- 
ten underfoot during a coffe- 
break stampede always laugh 
that way. 

Witte Hardware did a lot of 
business with steamboats. 
Somebody was always looking 
around the bend for a steam- 
boat with a load of bolts. Oc- 
casionally there was a change. 
A message by National Tele- 
graph from New Orleans on 
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Employes of Witte Hardware gathered in front of the store for this photograph about the turn of the century. The fir

‘Generation Without a Cause’

NEW YORK, March 3 (AP). 

EVERYONE of middle-age 
or older should take a look at 
“Generation Without a Cause.” 

The first part of this inter- 
esting examination of contem- 
porary college youth was pre- 
sented on “20th Century” 
(CBS-TV) Sunday. The second 
part will be seen next Sunday. 


I've seen. both filmed portions. 


“Generation Without a 
Cause” does not solve the 
middle-aged mystery of “What's 
with the kids these days?” But 
it sets you to thinking and it’s 
almost impossible to look at it 
without becoming subjective. 
It is, therefore, worthwhile 
television programming. 

Producer Stephen Fleisch- 
man, after long research, chose 
Rutgers University on which to 
concentrate his cameras. 

In the first part of the pro- 
gram youths themselves agreed 
with the findings of all the 
polls, surveys and the like 
made of the younger genera- 
tion in our presently poll- 
prone nation. As summarized 
by narrator Walter Cronkite: 


“Even the most alert and 
outspoken students admit to 
being cautious, waiting—and 
concerned mainly with them- 
selves and their own indi- 
vidual] fulfillment. Nowhere 
have we found any indica- 
tion of this generation hav-

ing a new movement or 
cause of its own. What does 
this mean to our nation?” 


Next Sunday the program 
finds that there are exceptions 
to the big generalization. It 
examines one exception in the 
case of a Rutgers student 
named Peter Knauss who says 
that in the conformism of mod- 
ern youth it takes a lot of 
courage to want something be- 
side a comfortable house with 
two-car garage in suburbia. 

Personally (and I warned you 
that this program makes you 
subjective), I belonged to the 
college generation with a hun- 
dred and one causes. Just 20 
years ago I was a student at 
Brown University, which re- 
sembles Rutgers in many re- 
spects. 

People like myself, nearing 
the age of nostalgia, are in- 
clined to remember it as a 
better age simply because we 
had a lot of causes. But what 
were we actually doing except 
reflecting our times? We'd 
lived through the depression 
and we uneasily felt the immi- 
nence of war. 

As one personal example, I 
remember writing impassioned 
editorials for the college daily 
against fortifying Guam. With 
a certain stunning swiftness I 
found myself on Guam after 
violent moves by some ungen- 
tlemanly chaps from Japan— 
because we failed to fortify it 
adequately.

I think there are a lot of 
people like myself who served 
in World War II and the Ko- 
rean war, who joined innumer- 
able good causes and organiza- 
tions—and who today have no 
particular cause except to act 
decently.

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PRAYERS AND PENNIES 
speed the Sacred Heart radio 
and television program from 
St. Louis around the world. 

Directed by a white-haired, 
energetic priest, the $15,000-a- 


month project Is now begin- 
ning its twenty-first year, still 
solvent. This comes as no sur- 
prise to the priest, even though 
the bank account sometimes has 
dipped so low that he couldn't 
have bought two steak dinners 
for visiting dignitaries. 

The 15-minute program, con- 
sisting of a hymn, sermon and 
prayers, has been on the radio 
continuously #nce 1939 and on 
television since 1955. 

Started by the Rev. Eugene 
P. Murphy S.J., on a single St: 
Louis station, the program to- 
day is broadcast by 890 radio 
stations and telecast by 119 
stations in the United States, 
Canada and the Philippines 
and over the Armed Forces 
Television Network to military 
bases from Greenland to Eni- 
wetok. 

Back come letters from ty- 
coons, truck drivers and teen- 
agers, from servicemen and 
shut-ins, from housewives: and 
hospital patients, from Protest- 
ant and Jewish listeners as 
well as Catholic. Some of their 
letters contain money, ranging 
from single coins to checks in 
three figures. 

Although the Catholic church 
has donated services of three 
priests and given its official 
blessing—both the late Pope 
Pius XII and Pope John XXIII 
commended it—the Sacred 
Heart must make its way un- 
der its own power. 

The project is headed by 
three Jesuits, Father Murphy, 
national director, the Rev. Wil- 
liam K. Schwienher S.J., pro- 
duction director, and the Rev. 
Hugh E. Harkins S.J., narrator. 

They must depend on their 
ingenuity to attract voluntary 
contributions to the program. 
Yet, faced with a budget that 
would stagger many a small 
business man, they have built 
up a world-wide program which 
is said to be the largest re- 
ligious broadcast on the air. 

In its first 20 years, more 
than 1,000,000 broadcasts and 
telecasts were presented. Cur- 
rently the program is heard 
or seen 3000 times each year 
over its vast network. 


“The money is important,” 
said Father Murphy, “but the 
prayers are even more so. We 
couldn't have done it without 
them.” 

Father Murphy is a friendly, 
hard-working priest with a 
knack for getting those with 
know-how to pitch in and help. 
He'll tackle a big industrialist 
for a check as easily as he says 
good morning to a parishioner. 
Stubborn radio and television 
station managers scare him not 
at all. He may be turned down, 
but he’ll go back and back, 
hoping to get the air time he 
wants for his program. 


A gentle pitchman, he is sold 
on his product and he button- 
holes the nation’s outstanding 
Catholic clerics and _ choral 
groups with requests for their 
talents and time. Usually, he 
gets them. 

Although he is so notoriously 
poor at bookkeeping that he 
once wrote a check on a savings 
account—and on the wrong 
bank—he manages somehow to 
keep ahead of the budget and 
directs the growing project with 
a flourish. He walks a tight 
money rope, but he doesn’t 
skimp on quality. 

It’s a shoestring operation 
with a Madison avenue shine. 

Many of its featured speakers 
are widely-known but there is 
no effort to coat the program 
with the sugar of Hollywood by 
importing all-star casts. Father 
Murphy tried it just once. The

criticism convinced him that 
people are more eager to hear 
a well-prepared, well-delivered 
religious talk than to view a 
movie star. 


However, Father Murphy 
has not closed the door to 
those stars who wish to con- 
tribute their services. The 
late Gene Lockhart often vis- 
ited the priest during his 
stage appearances in St. Louis 
and spoke on the series as 
an outstanding Catholic lay- 
man. Irene Dunne and Ann 
Blythe are others who have 
given their services. Radio 
broadcasts have featured the 
voices of the Lennon sisters, 
stars of the Lawrence Welk 
Show. Fred Waring donated 
the arrangement of the theme 
hymn which opens every 
broadcast and telecast. 


Technical production fs han- 
died by Father Schwienher, 
with Technisonic Studios— 
headed by Charles E. Harrison, 
a Protestant—processing films 
and platters at low cost and 
contributing much of the work. 

The program's world head- 
quarters, a once-handsome resi- 
dence at 3900 Westminster 
place, also was donated. Here. 
a paid staff of seven is the 
nucleus of the international 
project, with more than 300 
volunteers helping with the 
work. Branch offices are in 
Boston, Toronto, San Francis- 
co, Augusta, Me., Seattle. 
Wash., Manila and the Island 
of Malta, where volunteers also 
help promote the program, ob- 
tain air time and handle dis- 
tribution of films and record- 
ings. 

Father Murphy didn't realize 
that his clerical destiny lay in 
radio and television when he 
made his first broadcasts over 
WEW., then St. Louis Universi- 
tv's station, and a pioneer ra- 
dio outlet in the Midwest 


Born in Denver. he had 
come here for his theological 
studies and ordination in the 
mid-1920s. Meanwhile, Brother 
George Rueppel SJ. had 
founded WEW and was filling 
in the air time as best he 
could—even sandwiching in 
some recipes under the non- 
priestly pseudonym of “Aunt 
Sammy.” Radio stations were 
springing up all over the coun- 
try. The Gold Dust Twins and 
the Eveready Hour competed 
for listeners’ ears with Irish 
tenors and high school string 
trios. 

At WEW, a devotional hour 
called “The Day's Dedication” 
was begun and scholastics were 
asked to take part. Father 
Murphy appeared on the pro- 
gram from time to time and 
later, as hcad of the scholastics, 
advised the younger men on 
their choice of readings or 
music. Father Schwienher, in- 
cidentally, was one of those 
who gained his first radio ex- 
perience on WEW, but shifted 
from the microphone to the 
production side and prepared 
himself to take his present as- 
signment. He carries a card 
in the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers. 


It was from the devotional 
hour that the idea of the Sacred 
Heart program — so called be- 
cause of the Jesuits’ special 
emphasis on this facet of the 
Catholic faith — evolved. In 
1939, it began as a live, daily 
broadcast and two years later, 
the nation-wide expansion via 
transcription was started.

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Carr's Moscow Turns on 


The Bright Lights

MOSCOW, March 3. 

THE LIGHTS OF MOSCOW 
make the first and most vivid 
impression on a visitor return- 
ing after 12 years to this 
sprawling capital. 

As the Tupelov jet airliner 
circles over the airport, Mos- 
cow, once so dark and gloomy, 
lies garlanded with sprays of 
light, neons sparkling bravely 
against the snow. The long 
dark emptiness of the streets 
in the early postwar years is 
gone. 

Gone, too, is the surly con- 
tempt that greeted the foreign 
visitor in those days. Instead 
there is civility that makes 
the delays, inevitable in a bu- 
reaucracy, easier to accept. In 
fact, officials nowadays are 
downright apologetic about de- 
lays. 

Prime Minister MacMillan 
of Great Britain on his arrival 
hailed the changes 30 years 
have made in the Soviet Un- 
ion. Nowhere is the change 
more evident than in this cos- 
mopolitan capital and nowhere 
has it been faster. 


Twelve years ago, Russians 
from the new world —there 
were fewer then than now— 
joked that Moscow was the 
biggest village in the Soviet 
Union. This joke no longer 
applies. A visitor in those days 
would turn a corner and find 
behind some massive, new 
building a huddle of wooden 
houses. A few of these still 
exist. But their days are num- 
bered. In 12 years, the city 
of wood and stucco has be- 
come a city of concrete and 
brick. 


The drive from the air- 
port is no longer a dull jour- 
ney through empty country. 
On the left rises the huge, 
eccentric silhouette of Mos- 
cow University skyscraper. 
Suddenly the car plunges 
into a vast, new housing de- 
velopment. On each side of 
the road, apartment houses 
extend almost as far as the 
eye can see, Some are still 
under construction. Work 
goes on under lights at 
night. 


Lights shine orange and am- 
ber, blue and crimson from the 
windows. The colors are the 
result of an apparently incur- 
able taste of the average Rus- 
sian for garishly colored lamp- 
shades. Seen _ individually, 
these are hideous, but the col- 
ors Make a pleasant pattern 
against the snow and buff 
brick of the buildings. 


These apartment houses, 
with their allotment of a room 
or room and a half to a family, 
are very like the brick six- 
story apartments in old New 
York. Little stee] is used in 
their construction. By modern 
American standards they are 
rather ramshackle. 


But very few Muscovites ap- 
ply American standards. To 
hundreds of thousands of vis- 
itors from less-favored parts 
of the Soviet Union, this is 
the pattern of the future. This 
is what all will have if they 
work hard and listen to their 
leaders. 


On the streets, the most 


striking difference between | 
1947 and 1959 is the physical | 


appearance of the people. 


Pinched and haggard faces 


are a rarity. No longer do 
passers-by hunch their should- 
ers against the cold and plunge 
forward with heads down and 
eyes on the pavement. Nowa- 
days they stroll, looking in 
shop windows, talking, laugh- 
ing.
